While all wild game tecanical- 
ly belongs to the province. con- 
trol of most of its habitat w vest- 
ed in the owner or tenant of the 
land. The farmer can lock the 
door. to alls hunting on his land, 
or he ean, as many do, he ex- 
ceedingly generous with his hos- 
pitality. 

There is an easy approach to 
the use of the farmer’s magic key. 
This is simply through the use of 
common courtesy and the follow- 
ing 10 commandments are the 
open sesame to the farmer’s fields 
and coverts:

1. Always drive into the far- 


mer’s yard and ask permission 
to hunt, 

2 Hunt only-in the areas he 
designates. Stay away from his 
stock, F 


3. Respect his fences. If neces- 
sary to climb them, do so by @ 
post ,Use gates if possible. clos- 
ing them behind you. 

4. Never shoot near 
barns or livestock. 

5. Leave fruit and other crops 
alone. If you want some, buy it 
from the farmer. 

6. Go around fields where peo- 
ple are working or pastures 
where stock is grazing. Don't 
walk on seeded ground. Don’t 
tramp through standing grain. 

7. Shoot crows and precators 
that do damage to crops. 

8. Share your game with the 
farmer. 

9. On a subsquent Vieit, bring 
his wife or children some little 
gift or token of friendship. 

10. After you've become well 
acquainted, suggest @ planting 
program to better game hebitat, 
offering to finance it or help him 
with it, thereby showing fenuine

slap in the face. There is a lack 
of true facts and the need of a 
better. understanding of election 
planks if we are to get any natu- 
ral results, when today there is 
little personal contact and the 
average voter becoming more 
disconnected with elections and 
parties. 

“We fee) there is a great lack 
of unity among members of la- 
bour unions and other organiza- 
tions that aim to improve con- 
ditions by political action and 
until such membership is better 
educated to methods of achiev- 
ing their aims, we should not ex- 
pect too much.” .. . “The general 
public is very critical of labour 
for some of their actions and we 
are not condemning anyone, but 
feel there is room for much im- 
provement in the actions of in- 
dividuals if*labour is to gain the 
proper spot in the public eye <. .

tally realjze it and discuss these 
two points at most every conven- 
tion. 

Here is a wide field tor the 
joint committees established only 
a few months ago by the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture and the 
Ontario Federation of Labour, 
and also by the Ontario Farmers’ 
Union and the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Labour. 

We heralded these committees 
at the time as hopeful achieve- 
ments, but have not heard cf any 
of their activities. 

Not an easy job by any,means 
considering that labour unions 
like farm marketing associations 
are profit business organizations 
with the aim to get at 'arge a 
share as possible of the price of 


the finished product for their 
members. 
As producers they nave no 


dther choice in a competitive 
system. There is, however, one 
plane on which their interests 
are identical — as consumers, 
As producers we want to get 
as much as possible for our prod- 
uct. As consumers we want to 
buy it as cheaply as possible.

“LINING” BEES 


who never fails to line a few 
swarms every year. September 
is the best time, for then the 
trees are full of honey. 

A lining kit consists of a box 
with a glass-covered compart- 
ment for honey or sugar syrup. 
On the bottom of the box is a 
hinged cover with a rim sround 
it to make a small compartment 
and a hole leading into the honey 
chamber. 

When you find a bee at work 
you open the bottom part of your 
box and shut the bee up in it. 
In a minute he will come up in 
the honey chamber toward the 
light. Then you set the box down 
and put your hat over the glass 
to cut off the light. Soon he will 
start filling up on your honey. 
Pull back the glass slide and sift 
a little flour on him so thet you 
can identify him. Then sit down 
and wait for him to get full for 
when he is he will climb up and 
start to fly home, 

You had better lie down on 
the ground on your back so as 
to be able to follow him because 
he will fly around the box two 
or three times in order to fix the 
location in his mind. At last he 
will start for his home on a bee- 
line. A beeline, by the way, is 
not straight but wavers from

away. 

He will come back with sev- 
eral others and in a short time 
‘ou will have no trouble ia get- 
ting the general direction. You 
will have about fifty bees all 
carrying off your honey. Now 
shut your glass slide and carry

How- 
ever, if we really took that at- 
titude no one would ever get 
anywhere—and what a pity that 
would be as a few @ays away 
from home, seeing new places 
and new things, gives a person 
satisfying memories for months 
to. come. It also opens up new 
avenues for conversation and an 
exchange of experiences with 
other folk who at some time have 
travelled the same road. I dis- 
covered that the other day when 
a travelling salesman who hap- 
pens to read this column stopped 
in with his wares. Apparently 
he has travelled quite a bit: knew 
tthe places I had been to—and a 
good. many others- in fact he 
told me of so many lovely and 
interesting places I really had 
itching feet-—it was a wonder 1 
was able to settle down 
to work at all.

Tomatoes 
cost so little, whether you grow 
or buy them, and home-preserved 
fruit and pickles -are so much 
nicer. than the factorv-canned 
variety vou wonder thaty the 
stores sell any canned stuff at 
all. Buy a can of tomatoes and 
what have you? about three 
tomatoes and a lot of liquid 
The same applies to fruit. 

Of course some folk get away 
from canning bv quick-freezing 
fruits and vegetables. That is fine 
if vou have a home-freezer. We 
would like one ourselves but at 
this stage of the game we think 
we can manage without. We did 
rent a locker for a number of 
years, and it was quite satisfac-

Daughter of Mrs. Bertha De- 
mon, one of Greater Cleveiand’s 
most respected restaurant names 
for a generation, Mrs. Casabona 
comes by her talent and train- 
ing naturally, writes Mary Hirsch- 
field in The Christian Svience 
Monitor. 

When she was still a teen-ager, 
she helped in her mothers res- 
taurant, learning the business. 
Mrs. Damon employed a candy 
maker, for she handled her own 
line of chocolates, and her daugh- 
ter was especially attentive to

Adult Education 


St. Francis Xavier University 
in the little town of Antigonish, 
N. S., is a Catholic institution, 
founded in 1853. It was here that 
in the years after World War I 
a group of priests and iaymen, 
under the leadership of Father 
J. J.“Tommy” Tompkins and Dr. 
Hugh MacPherson, another mem- 
ber of the University staff, be- 
gan to turn their attention to 
athe problem of rural depopula- 
tion and the general backward 
condition of Eastern Nova Sco- 
tia. 

They decided that any im- 
provement could come only from 
the people themselves ard set 
out to show them the way 
through adult education. 

In 1929 the Extension Vepart- 
ment of the University was es- 
tablished, with Dr. M. M. Coady 
as its first director, to mitiate a 
program of social pnd economic 
betterment for the area. 

The Extension Department of 
St. Francis Xavier summarizes 


its ultimate objectives In a gen-. 


eral way as: 1) To lift the largest 
possible number of. the ceople

The 
use of these tame sea birds to 
catch “ayu,” a highly prized 
fresh-water trout, occurs during 
October on the Nagara River at 
Gifu, about 250 miles west of

According to the airline, the 
procedure has not varied in the 
smallest details for 10 centuries. 
The fishing is done at night by 
the light of bonfires carried in 
iron baskets hung from the side 
of the fishing boats.

Usually about 8 o'clock each 
evening in season a_ flotilla of 
fishing boats drifts downstream 
while spectators line up aboard 
pleasure boats illuminated with 
paper lanterns. Suddenly, a 
rocket shatters the darkness e@n- 
nouncing that the cormorant 
boats are coming 
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The fishing fleet pulls up and 
takes a position so as to allow 
the spectators a good view Each 
boat usually has four fishermen 
The cormorant master is called 
a “usho.” He wears traditional 
ancient costume—a kind of high 
hat and grass skirt. With him 
are an assistant, the steersman, 
and an attendant for the decoy 
fire

The black cormorants, train- 
ed for their fishing task. are 
large quick birds, with long 


necks, stiff, wedge-shaped tails, 
and slender hooked beaks. They 
are particularly fond of the 
“ayu" which is several inches 
long and a fish which the Jap- 
anese regard as the most deli- 
cious of - their fresh water

Standing at the bow the cor- 
morant master operates 12 of his 
birds by strings. 
strings in his left and manipu- 
lates them dexterously with his 
right This requires skill and

They Even Put 
Rivets On A “‘Diet”’ 


In a large-size modern air- 
craft there are nearly 2,000,000 
rivets weighing about a_ ton. 
Cut the length of each rivet by 
a fraction of an inch, and you 
save some 200 Ib. on the ‘plane’s 
total weight. 

That’s the way an aircraft de- 
signer’s mind works these days. 
Experts are now studying 
weight-reducing methods and 
scheming sleek contours as fever~- 
ishly as a film star dieting to 
keep her curves in check 

Even odd ounces here and 
there are carefully discarded — 
for this fashionable “slimming” 
is a factor which may decide 
whether a commercial airliner 
becomes a paying proposition. 
Each 1 Ib. saved on a ‘plane 
basic weight, it is reckoned, 
means an extra $80 a year wv~- 
enue. This is because an addi- 
tional payload of 1 lb. can then 
be carried. If a fleet of ten ‘planes 
are weight-reduced by 190 Ib. 
apiece, the annual takings thus 
jump by $80,000. 

As for jet fighters, experts 
estimate that a difference of 10 
per cent. in weight can alter the 
‘plane’s top speed by 2 per cent., 
its range by 11.per cent. and its 
landing distance by nearly 30 
per cent. 

A sleek, shiny outer skin com- 
pletes the slim-and-streamline 
treatment for fighters.

Harvesting of the potato crop 
is generally regarded as the most 
laborious and costly process in- 
volved in the production of the 
crop, according to N. M. Parks 


of the Central Experimental 
Farm in Ottawa. It is also a cri- 
tical operation, for if great care 
is not exercised in digging, pick- 
ing and handling potatoes at har- 
vest time, bruising and mechani- 
cal darhage will result in a lower- 
ed velyé.of-the crop and direct 
loss tg-growets. 

Late or main crop potatoes 
should not be harvested until 
ten days or two weeks after the 
tops have ripened naturally or 
have been killed by frost, chemi- 
cal spray, dust or mechanical 
means, Mr. Parks says. 


* 


Harvesting before natural ma- 
turity usually means a substan- 
tial reduction in yield because po- 
tatoes‘ under normal conditions 
increase rapidly in size during 
the latter stages of maturity. 
Immaturity invariably causes a 
loss in cooking quality and mar- 
ket value because the tubers 
have a higher moisture content 
and skin and bruise more easily 
in handling than those from a 
well-matured crop. There is also 
a greater shrinkage in stérage. 
Maturity is known to have a 
profound influence on the cook- 
ing quality of potatoes. Mature 
potatoes have a higher dry mat- 
ter and starch content than those 
harvested when immature. 


Much of the injury to potatoes 
at harvest time, consisting of 
skinning, bruises, cuts and shat- 
tering and commonly called 
mechanical injury, is the direct 
result of improper operation and 
adjustment of digging machines 
and careless handling. Bruising 
by the digger can be appreciably 
reduced if the grower will have 
the apron coated with rubber, at- 
tach belting along the sides of 
the digger to prevent the pota- 
toes coming in contact with ends 
of the apron chain, operate the 
digger at sufficient depth so that 
earth will carry back at least 
two-thirds of length of apron and 
reduce agitation of the apron by 
sprockets to absolute minimum 
requirement

When late blight.is in a fieid, it 
is recommended that harvesting 
of the crop be delayed to the 
latest possible date. If the fol- 
jage is infected with late blight 


it should be killed down with one 
of the chemicals recommended 
for this purpose. In killing down 
the plants blight spores on the 
foliage will be destroyed and pre- 
vent contamination of the pota- 
toes at digging time by contact 
with the blighted foliage. Also, 
the tubers that are diseased may 
be more easily detected and dis- 
carded in the field.- Mr. Parks 
emphasizes that early harvest- 


ing of a late blight infected crop.» 


usually means a greater thati or- 
dinary loss, for sound tubers will 
become infected by contact with 
the diseased foliage. 


A considerable number of peo-

The expansion also provides 
a 25 unit Children’s Department and 
facilities for operating rooms, labora- 
tory, x-ray, central supply, admitting, 
medical records, kitchen and visitor 
waiting rooms. Building plans show 
old sections of the existing buildinz, 
which have become obsolete and diffi- 
cult to maintain, being converted iinto 
offices and other necessary service de- 
partments.

Farming For Fish 


Rod and line are outdated for 
the scientist who likes fish for 
supper. He plans to “harvest” the 
seas as farmers do the land. Mag- 
netic impulses will attract his 
catch, and sound waves speed it 
into his vacuum intake “net.” 
Movement contro] and selection 
of fish shoals has been prophesied 
by Alfred Vang, inventor of the 
“magnaquanta.” This piece of 
electrical apparatus has been pur- 
chased by the United States Fish 
and Wildlife Service, which is 
facing one of its toughest prob- 
lems in the Columbia River basin. 
The river is among the biggest 
potential sources of power on the 
American continent, but it’ also 
harbours a flourishing salmon 
industry which is worth twenty 
million dollars a year. 

The salmon migrating from 
ocean to up-river breeding 
grounds are likely to be caught 
in the power turbines of the new 
dams which have been construct- 
ed,

Back to his light, airy study at 
his Westerham Kent house, 
Chartwell went Prime Minister 
Sir Winston Churchill secover- 
ing after a well-earned rest at 


Chequers. 


In that study can be seen the 
Union Jack hoisted by the first 
troops to land in Italy in 1943. 
Chartwell, standing amid eighty 
acres of woods and meadowland, 
gives a commanding view of the 
Weald of Kent.

Newcomers to this country 
from Europe. are always surpris- 
ed at the abundance and varicty 
of our foodstuffs, and especially 
fruit.

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Stumps can be: tough. Every 
farmer knows there are times 
when a stump can be more’ stub- 
born than a mule and will, un- 
der certain conditions, scorn the 
best efforts of man, horse or 
mechanical equipment. When 
@his happens it is time to con- 
sider blasting — under any con~- 
ditions one of the quickest and 
cheapest ways of removing 
stumps. 


Actual procedure for stump 
blasting should be determined 
by the size and condition of the 
stump and nature of the soil in 
which it is anchored, says J. &. 


‘Carson of the explosives divi- 


sion of one of the leading manu- 
facturers. Usually, stumps can 
be removed ¢éleanly by blasting 
alone but on occasion some pull- 
ing will be required for com- 


* * 


While preparation of the stump 
for blasting is not difficult, it 
should be done with extreme 
care, Mr. Carson warns. Loading 
must suit the nature of the roots 
and charges placed to break 
their hold on the soil. A dia- 
gonal hole should be punched 
with a crowbar or drilled with a 
soil auger until its bottom is @ 
fair distance below and just be- 
yord the centre of the stump. 
The explosives charge should be 
loaded right to the bottom of 
the hole, the cartridges being 
tamped in with a wooden rod.

ROYAL PALACES

ed room of Sandringham. 
“There’s someone in there.” she 
gasped.

Security police hurriedly un- 
locked the door. King George 
V's brass bedstead stood made 
up with fresh new sheets. The 
old king’s Tibetan Aikesiiia> 
gown still hung in the ward- 
robe.

Fire Burning 
For 69 Years 


Somebody set fire to New 
Straitsville, Ohio, sixty - nine 
years ago, and they haven’t put 
it out yet. 

It was in 1884, during a bitter 
strike in the local coal mines, 
that some of the dissident par- 
ties decided to set the mines on 
fire. They got a string of loaded 
coal wagons, soaked the coal in 
oil, lit a match and sent the whole 
lot roaring and flaming into the 
heart of the mine a mile under 
the hills. The results were spec- 
tacular. The flames are still 
burning in what has come to be 
known as the biggest under- 
ground mine fire in the world. 

Where ‘there's fire, there's 
smoke. You can see it eddying 
skyward from all sorts of un- 
likely places. 

Although the coal lies about 
thirty feet under the town the 
fires have produced some strange 
effects in New Straitsville. The 
water in some cisterns has be- 
come so hot that the housewives 
wash clothes in it as it comes 
from the wells. To drink the 
water, it must be artificially 
cooled. In places grass and plants 
grow in tropical lushness amid 
winter snowdrifts. 

When the underground flames 
got too close to the school, classes 
were dismissed while nearby coal 
veins were scooped out and safety 
walls sunk as protection. Some 
houses have caved in when the 
coal under the foundations burn- 
ed out and the earth collapsed. 
‘Back in 1895 one Sebastian Spi- 
cer, his team, and his wagon 
sank from sight in one of the 
deep fissures. 

While the writer stood back 
at a safe distance, Paul Hatem, a 
local miner and volunteer fire- 
man, set fire to a piece of card- 
board by placing it on the 
ground. 

The only sign of fire was the 
smoke seeping up out of the 


from the eddies of hot air. No 
visible flames. Yet the cardboard 
was burning briskly fifteen sec- 
onds after it-was placed on the 
ground. : 

W. J. Brown, who-used to work 
in the mines, says the reason 
the fires can’t be put out is that 
they keep getting fresh air from 
cave-ins and new diggings. 

It has been estimated that 

more than $60,000,000 worth of 
coal has been destroyed. by fire 
so far. 
' Oil was discovered in New 
Straitsville in 1909, and for a 
time, what with coal and oil, the 
town was booming with a popu- 
lation of 3,500. 

But the oil began to peter out 
several years ago, most of the 
coal veins were worked out or 
burned out, and New Straitsville 
succumbed to the doldrums. Now 
there are only about 1,100 people, 
and whole rows of dirty-win- 
dowed business buildings in the 
main street are empty.

A torpedo with a dummy head, 
fired from an Admiralty range 
at Bincleaves, Weymouth. last 
month, went off course and 
crashed on the beach, scattering 
bathers. No one was hur and 
no damage caused, and an Ad~ 
miralty spokesman said later: 
“There was no danger of an ex- 
plosion.” 2 


Yes, queer things frequently 
happen at the seaside. Some years 
ago scores of holiday-makers at 
Southsea had a big thril! because 
two liners chanced to meet and 
pass each other in the Solent. 
You see, a hundred thousand 
tons, even moving slowly, dis- 
place a great mass of water, and 
that’s what happened on that 
sunny day as people basked: on 
the beach. 

Enormous waves, quickly reach- 
ing the shore, wash many 
holiday-makers off their feet and 
out of their deck-chairs. Hun- 
dreds of people got a wetting and 
much property was lost. Children 
would have been drowned but for 
prompt action by parents. 

At Gorleston, near Yarmouth, 
‘a whirlwind carried away the 
roof of a beach hut in which a 
young woman was sitting reading, 
and dumped it into the sea. Oth- 
er hats were lifted sixty feet into 
the air. 

A warning was once issued to 
holiday-makers in Jersey that a 
quantity of gelignite was miss-~- 
ing. They left the beaches in a 
hurry; the gelignite was washed 
up and disposed of, nobody being 
hurt. 

The gunboat Cherwell was 
rushed from Dover to Folkestone 
twelve years after the end of the 
first world war to remove a mine 
which was menacing holiday- 
makers. It contained 200. lbs. of 
T.N.T. and had actually been 
moved and tappéd by youths 
who were within an ace of be- 
ing sky-high! 

Crowds watched from the safe- 
ty of the clifftop while the ex- 
perts rendered the. mine harm- 
less by withdrawing the detona- 
tors, and the magazine contain- 
ing the explosive. The mine was 
British and had been laid way 
back in 1916. * 

While bathers splashed’ gaily 
in the water at Stokes Bay Gos- 


. port, in 1930, a seaplane carrying 


pilot and observer crashed in 
their midst. It swept along the 
beach, overturning’ six bathing 
huts, three of which were re- 
duced to matchwood, and buried 
its nose in the shingle. 

One holdiay-maker, about to 
put on his bathing costume, 
found himself outside his hut 
without a stitch of clothing. He 
wrapped a towel round himself 
and ran to help the trapped air- 
men, neither of whom was hurt. 


Mystery Street 
Made Folks Cry 


For eight years people’s eyes 
watered every time they passed 
through a certain street in Calle, 
Germany. Even the most cheer- 
ful individuals were sometimes 
known to “burst into tears” at 
one particular spot! It was all 
very sed — but nobody knew 
exactly why. 

But they’ve just found out, 
after the street had borne the 
nickname “TrAanenstrasse” (Tear 
Street) since 1945. Half buried 
under the rotting floor of an old 
shed adjacent to the street of 
tears somebody discovered hun- 
dreds of bottles of tear gas which 
were stored there by troops dur- 
ing the war — and since forgot- 
ten.

Must Be Hard To Buy G 


or Everes 


A short time ago the conquest 
of Mount Everest thrilled the 
world. It was a great British 
achievement; an epic of man’s 
courage and endurance. ; 

But in India to-day there is 
mourning for this conquest. By 
allowing itself to be conquered 
by Man, Everest has broken the 
faith of thousands of Hindus. 

It was their firm Belief that 
Gauri Shanker (their name for 
Everest), in whose snowy lap 
generations of Hindu yogis had 
sat and worshipped, would never 
permit men to tread disrespect-" 
fully on its face, much less on its 
head. 

Mountain Hermits 

The yogis had gazed on Ever- 
est with deep humility. And the 
great mountain has inspired that 
feeling among devout Hindus 
throughout the ages. 

Early Indians worshipped the 
Eternal Abode of Snow. Hindu 
life was divided into four clear 
parts — ending with renuncia~ 
tion. Innumerable stories have 
been told of people who lived in 
the Himalayas after retirement, 
spending their time in medita- 
tion. 

Everest’s lofty peak was a 
treat for the soul as well as the 
eye. ; 

Hindu gods and goddesses have 
traditionally resided on _ the 
Himalayas as did Greek gods on 
Mount Olympus. There they 
could remain on earth without 
being earthly. 

Is it any wonder, therefore, 
that for generations yogis made 
their solemn ‘journey to the 
Himalayas, and still do? Legend 
has it that some of them have 
been there for centuries, defy- 
ing death. 

It is not for nothing that some 
of, the Hiadu pilgrimage centres 
are situated on the Himalayan 
peaks. Badri Nath, 18,000 feet up, 
still attracts pious Hindus from 
all over India. 

Shrine Profaned? 

A modern Hindu writer says of 
Everest: “It is not just a moun- 
tain, not even the world’s high- 
est mountain, that we know~ as 
Everest. 

“It is the abode of our gods, 
the sanctuary of our saints, the 
point of our quest of the infinite.” 

Everest has indeed been consi- 
dered, not merely as the roof of 
the world, but as a world with- 
in a world. Now to so many In- 
dians its religioug significance has 
been sneered at and defiled by 
human feet. 

East and West see things with 
different eyes. To the Hindus, 
Everest was a shrine, and the 
challenge it presented should 
never have been accepted.

“Hands off free enterprise’ is 
the battle cry, raised by the 
Prime-Minister himself at the un- 
veiling of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
statue in Montreal, and immedi- 
ately picked up by the Globe and 
Mail in Toronto. 

The Globe, however, does not 
like the “talk, frem time to time, 
among his ministers of keeping 
up state interference with the 
conditions of marketing the great 
surpluses of agricultural commo- 
dities in store in Canada,” 


In the opinion of the Globe and 
Mail “the right solutions involve 
governments withdrawing as 
soon as they can from subsidies, 
guaranteed prices and most inter- 
ferences with the functions of 
free markets. The way is then 
opened for the development. of 
the whole continent in its trade 
and productive possibilities.” 


A CHALLENGE 

Farmers have no objection, 
provided, however, that the pro- 
tecting hands of government be 
taken not only off agriculture 
but also off industry, and that
